Fer many years country town banks 
have been handicapped at certain 
seasons in caring for the business of 
their local fruit houses. Although, on 
the ‘surface, it looks like an excellent 
Piece of business for a bank, a por- 
tion of the time it was necessary for 
the country town bank to pay inter- 
est rather than collect interest in 
order that the local fruit grower 
might receive money for his fruit; 
and this was ,all caused by the slow 
method - of exchange. between the 
Eastérn banks and the Southern Cali- 
fornia institutions. 

Not many months ago Geo, B. Har- 
Yison of the Commercial National 
bank and W. K. Beattie, who is a di- 
rector of the bank and identified ex- 
tensively here in: the fruit business, 
were talking over the condition, and 
en the. conversation’ -ended they 


had worked out a ‘by which the 
difficulties of the country banks could 
be. greatly oat 


The idea was. soon after presented 
to bankers of Los Angeles and the 
California Fruit Growers’ exchange 

mjunction with Wi: J. Doran, vice 
sident of the Citizens National 
bank of Los Angeles; ‘have carried’ 
out the plan as suggested by Messrs. 
Harrison and Beattie of the Commer- 
cial National. 

Of the plan Mr. Doran has the fol- 
lowing to say: 

“While the organization and estab- 
lishment. of the Federal reserve sys- 
tem made possible the stabilization 
of the financial conditions of this 
country, it created _ factor 
that is working out to be a great ben- 
efit to business generally. When 


innovations’ into banking practices 
of this country, and the deferred 
credit system was instituted, which 
largely overcome the fictitious bal- 
ances caused by large amounts of 
Eastern exchange deposited here, 
which local banks gave immediate 
credit for. 

“When a draft on an Eastern bank 
is deposited in a Los Angeles bank 
the depositor should not hope to re- 
ceive immediate credit for this item 
and go ahead issuing checks against 
it. for the funds are not available 
to his bank. He should expect to 
do the eame with his depositary 
as that particular institution is 
obliged to do with its own. We, for 
example, send this Eastern draft to 
the Federal reserve bank; and they, 
in turn, send it to the proper place 
in the Bast. We know immediately 
how many days it will be before we 
receive actual credit for the amount 
represented by this draft and before 
we can hope to receive credit with 
the Federal reserve bank, for they 
publish a list of cities indicating 
the number of days that it will take 
for the item to pass from Los An- 
geles to credit at that point. 

“If we or any other Los Angeles 
bank gave immediate credit and per- 
mitted a customer to draw against 
that credit, we would be producing 
a fictitious balance and when the 
transaction was completed we would 
find ourselves short the interest on 
the money that the draft represented, 
for the number of days it would take 
for the draft to pass from Los An- 
geles to its Eastern destination, 

“This practice of giving immedi- 
ate credit for Eastern items has been 
particularly true in regard to. the 
California Fruit Growers’ exchange, 
who have followed out a system of; 
remitting through the Los Angeles 
office of the exchange tc the point of 
origin of the fruit in the smaller 
centers, in the form of a_ check 
drawn on the Eastern point, where 
the fruit had been sold. This check 
was deposited with the bank in the 
district where the fruit was grown, 
which bank in turn sent it to its 
correspondent bank, generally located 
in Los Angeles. The Los Angeles 
bank then, in turn, would send the 
item on to the East for payment 
through the Federal reserve bank and 
the Federal reserve bank in Los An- 
geles district would hold the item as 
deferred credit in accordance with 
its deferred credit schedule, which 
would permit the funds to be col- 
lected on the item and deposited with 
the Federal reserve bank at the East-

“In order to overcome this’ three- 
fold loss we have just effected and 
put into operation a plan whereby 
each day the various agencies of the 
fruit exchanges throughout the coun- 
try include in their daily telegraphic 
report the amount of money they 
have deposited to the credit of the 
California Fruit exchange. This prac- 
tice ‘supercedes the former practice 
of mailing a check to the exchange 
covering the amount. 

“The present plan permits. the 
California Fruit exchange to deposit 
with its Los Angeles bank a draft 
on the Eastern bank covering the 
amount indicated in these wires. This 
check is immediately put into the 
hands of the Federal reserve bank 
for collection and after the number 
of days have elapsed prescribed by 
the Federal reserve bank schedule 
for the amount represented the draft 
automatically goes to the credit of 
the fruit exchange on the books of 
its bank here in Los Angeles. The 
fruit exchange then sends a check 
to the exchange at the point of origin 
of the fruit. This check is deposited 
with the bank located at this point 
and that bank, in turn, sends it to 
its Los Angeles correspondent, and 
when it reaches the Los Angeles 
correspondent the actual cash will be 
available for payment. The country 
bank, therefore, instead of having an 
overdraft on the occasion of the lo- 
cal exchange paying the fruit grower 
for his product will have an actual 
cash balance and be entitled to the 
customary credit on daily balances 
instead of being forced to pay for 
the use of money for which it has 
received no benefit.

TO AVOID SWAYING OF BODY

First—Apply brakes and reduce epeed 
approaching a curve, so that on ar-

Second—Release brakes before enter- 

ing and allow the car to roll freely 
into curve, for in going around a 
curve the outer wheel must travel 
faster and further than the inner 
wheel and with brakes free, the 
differential allows of this; to enter 
a curve with brakes set does away 
with the value of the differential 
in rear axle, forces rear wheels to 
travel at the same speed, causes 
heavy jolt to car body, both wheels 
slide and destroy the tires. 

Third—After car has entered curve 
and is adjusted thereto, open throt- 
tle and pick up, leaving curve at 
schedule speed. 

Fourth—Operators with a little prac- 
tice should know at what speed 
each curve on run will be easiest 
taken and so drive every curve and 
observance will show a material re- 
duction in tire changes. 

Fifth—Lost time must never be made 
up on curves; whether on time or 
late, take all curves as instructed 
above. 

Sixth—Make up time in straightaways 
if late, but not at the expense of 
exceeding speed limits; be late and 
report cause of delay, but never 
try to make up time at the expense 
of safety or by violating the law. 

Seventh—An expert operator can 60 
drive that his passengers will hard- 
ly know when the car is on a curve 
and will appreciate the operator 
who can so drive them. 

Righth—In short, these rules are as 
follows: 

1. Reduce speed before approach- 
ing curve. 

2. Release brakes before enter- 
ing curve, 

8. Roll into curve freely at re- 
duced speed; as soon as car 
has accommodated itself to 
curve, open throttle and pick 
up speed. 

It can be plainly seen that by ob- 
serving the above instructions that 
safety in rounding a curve is not 
only’ certain but the life of the motor 
car is lengthened, the strain on the 
driving gear, differential is greatly 
decreased and the wear and tear on 
tires is greatly reduced through sane 
driving. .

He is a man with 
a passion for souls and possesses a 
wonderfully fascinating personality as 
well as being a great orator.

The decision solos for the conven- 
tion are to be given by Mrs. Fanny 
Marple Retts, a soloist of note in Los 
Angeles. 

Otis Ironmonger, well known to 
former convention-goers, is to have 
charge of the chorus and will do 
some solo work.

THAINING WAIFS OF CAIRO 


Government of Egyptian City Has In- 
stituted School Where Stray Boys 
Will Be Educated. 

It looks as if the problem of the 
waifs and strays of Cairo was going 

to receive at last serious attention. 

After much insistence on the part 
of some public-spirited officials a spe- 
cial school for boys of this class has 
been opened in the environs of Cairo, 
where they will be looked after and 
trained by the government without 
their having committed some crime to 
admit them into the reformatory, pre- 
viously the only institution of the kind. 

Nothing so far has been done for the 
girl children, though another home is 
promised for this purpose. It is*there- 
fore satisfactory to hear of the forma- 
tion of an organization called the 
“Brotherhood Federation,” ostensibly 
nonsectarian and international, with 
the object of looking after and tm- 
proving the lot of the child waifs gen- 
erally. 

A meeting recently held in support 
of this movement was given mucb 
prominence in the local English papers, 
but in spite of its intimate bearing on 
a purely Egyptian problem none of the 
Arabic papers appears to have given 
the matter any publicity.—Christian 
Science Monitor.

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Cotton Staiks Will Furnish Paper. 

The possibilities of cotton stalks as | 
a source of paper have long been sus- | 
pected and experiments in this direc- | 
tion have been made, but for one rea- 
son or another it has never proved 
quite practical. 

The nearest approach to success has 
been made recently, and it Is an- 
nounced that there is a plant at 
Greenwood, Mass, where 50 tons of 
paper are made every day from three 
times that amount of stalk, 

Certain thin “tubular fiber in’ the 
plant will make excellent cellulose for 
durable papers. It is strong and flex- 
ible. If a quarter of the annual sup- 
ply of the cotton stalks of the South 
were put to this use each year there 
would be no need of a paper shortage 
in this country.

GLAD GRADUATES 


For the first year of effort in a 
new and untried venture Beulah col- 
lege, now about to end her first 
cycle, has shown herself to be a 
thriving babe of no mean portent. 

Her first class of graduates filed in 
decorously Sunday evening shortly 
after 7:30, led by Bishop C. C. Burk- 
holder, president. Rev. Jesse R. Ey- 
ster of South Africa delivered the 
baccalaureate sermon. He delivered 
the address of the evening with com- 
mendable composure and_ épiritual 
demonstration. His textual basis was 
Psalms 45:13, “The King’s daughter 
is all glorious within.” We can not 
presume to give a verbatim report 
of his excellent address, but the 
high points are herewith appended, 
his talk being divided into three main 
divisions, viz.:

HII. Beulah college.

The main line of thought was 
found under the second general 
heading, “Educational inner equitp- 
ment”: 

I. As to negative equipment and 
as such that kind which is to be de- 
scribed and denounced, three forceful 
points were given— 

(a) Negative equipment denies the 
inspiration of the Bible as 
the Word of God. 

(b) Negative equipment ignores the 
place, work and person of 
the Christ, as the Son of God. 

(c} Negative equipment denies the 
shed blood of Christ, as the 
atoning blood of God in Je- 
sus. 

Il. As to positive equipment, Beu- 
lah college was started to offset the 
above prevailing conditions in a three- 
fold manner— . 

(a) By giving a good education. 

(b) By offering an unadulterated 
Bible doctrine. 

(c) By establishing a clean, pure 
place for the boys and girls. 

Ill. As to education itself in Beu- 
lah college, he said two main things— 

(a) We all would have been glad 
to have had such a place as 
this, with such opportunities. 

(b) Having been deprived  our- 
selves, we are very glad for 
this open door for our boys 
and girls. 

IV. As to the right kind of educa- 
tion, the following 1s culled from his 
varied expressions— 

(a) It must be “Unto God,” and 

not unto man. e 

(b) It is misdirected if it Js unto 
false gself-standards, or pride, 
or against usefulness. 

(c) By illustration of Australian 
missionary— 

1. Educatior should make us sure 
of our position before we 
express a positive opinion. 

2. Education should make us 
adaptable to any need about 
about us, whether carpentry, 
photography, botanical or 
astronomical research, or 
preaching revival sermons. 

8. Education should lead toward 
humility, unto obedience to 
God and His word. 

(d) It is intended to help you find 
your place and to be un- 
ashamed before God in that 
place. 

(e) It is intended to help you do 
your best— ; 

1. Unto rightly dividing trutn 
from error. 

2. Unto quickly laying your hand

ently. They. are the same Tallys, 
father and son, who are so well 
known in the moving picture theatre 
business in Los Angeles. Mr. Tally, 
Sr., is the real pioneer in picture 
theaters in the big city. In 1893 he 
started the first kinetoscope show 
there, at 817. South Spring street. 
Twenty-four years ago he showed the 
first lifesize moving pictures there. 
Highteen years ago he opened the 
first strictly moving picture theatre 
in the United States at Main and 
Third, in Los Angeles The films in 
those earliest days of the industry 
were made and developed along ex- 
actly the same general lines as are 
the films nowadays, he says The 
changes and improvements have been 
only in details and in operation. 

Mr. Tally and his son have oper- 
ated picture theatres on Broadway 
for 18 consecutive years, and still 
operate their famous Tally’s Broad- 
way theatre, and also own the Kin- 
ema, but have leased it to Gore & 
Lesser. They also founded the First 
National Exhibitors’ circuit, later sell- 
ing it to Gore & Lesser. They per- 
sonally put over the $1,000,000 con- 
tract with Charlie Chaplin a few 
years ago and later paid Mary Pick- 
ford $1,000,000 for four pictures, in 
four checks of $250,000 each. 

All this fame and high finance 
seemed like fairy romance to the 
editor folks, especially after they 
found that the unobtrusive young 
man who had been helping to wait 
on them at the table was none other 
than Seymour Tally, the son, and the 
tall, quiet man who went around with 
a lantern after dark, seeing if his 
thoroughbred cows and Duroc-Jerseys 
were all right for the night, was 
Mr. Tally, Sr. After the discovery 
that the Tallys were only ordinary 
folks, very cordial and very human, 
the editors and their wives and 
youngsters felt more at home and 
more welcome than ever at Glenn 
ranch. 

When the editorial party broke up 
—to scatter back to the work of sav- 
ing the nation again—it was a genu- 
ine chorus of regrets that were given 
Mr. Tally and his son, because the 
stay seemed so short. 

But they’ll all be back again, those 
editor folks, and they'll spread the 
fame of Glenn ranch and its new 
hospitable owners and its new at- 
tractions all over the length and 
breadth of Southern California. 

For that’s the kind of people the 
editor folks are, when you rub their 
fur the right way.
